ents bavflFBeea added to the 
rolls, primarily as a result of 
a relaxation of eligibility re- 
quirements, he said. One of the 
largest expenditures was for 8,- 
000 nursing home patients in 191 
nursing homes, he added. 


Blaylock said tha cost of that 


program had increased 39 per 
cent during tbe last year, al- 
though the patient load bad in- 
creased only six per cent.

Board had approved an 


increase In monthly payments 
to the nursing home patients

DA NAN G, Vietnam (AP) - 


The job of commanding the U.S. 
war effort in the toughest part 
of South Vietnam is in the hands 
of a Mlnnesotan who survived

Besides being chief of U.S. 


forces In the five northernmost 
provinces below the demilitar- 
ized zone, Cushman is senior ad- 
viser to Vietnamese command- 
ers and director of the U.S. side 
of the pacification program. 


Since 
assuming 
command 


May 31 he has presided over the 
steady 
expansion of the Ma- 


rines' Civic action nlafnnnc anrl 
the Infusion of additional U.S. 
Army units into his command, 
all part of a design drawn up 
before Walt was called back to 
the Pentagon. 


"I figure I get paid for think- 


ing and trying to keep ahead of 
the enemy, getting out into the 
areas to see how the fight is 
going," Cushman says. 


"The divisions themselves are 


all hung up In administration 
and logistics as well as fighting. 
They don't have time to think 
too far ahead." 


Most of the thinking comes 


after a full day of briefings and 
planning sessions. At about 8 
p.m. Cushman is usually alone 
in his modest corner office in a 
refurbished French army com-

Wm to the polls to approve or reject a $765,000 city 
• * paving project. 


The Star favors the project and thinks you should 


vote for the supporting bond issues next Tuesday . For 
legal reasons the proposed bond total of $765,000 is 
divided into three Issues, therefore you will have to 
mark your ballot three limes. But don't let this con- 
fuse 
you. Either vote FOR all three issues or 


AGAINST all three. 


Because, there's just one question before Hope 


citizens next Tuesday: Do you want your city streets 
improved? U you do you will vote YES. It is your 
privilege, of course, to vote NO —but a NO vote 
will silence any complaint you may feel about the 
condition of Hope's streets. 


No proposal offered all the people is ever perfect. 


Tills is the City of Hope's second attempt to launch a 
street-improvement program. Your editor helped 
scutlle the first one because it included a so-called 
federal grant. Next Tuesday's proposal eliminates 
the federal grant and puts up to the people a 100 per 
cent local-money Issue with 100 per cent local con- 
trol. We don't see how the community can lose, and 
we urge that you vote YES overwhelmingly. 


No initial project ever is perfect. When the current 


proposal was first announced it drew almost unan- 
imous support. Then the official map was published 
showing tliat the city would start with a system of 
arterial through-streets running north-south and east- 
west — and Immediately the complaint arose: "But 
(.hoy won't pave the street on which 1 live." 


But somewhere, sometime, you have to make a 


start. You have only to remembor how our state 
highway system was built (o realize that the city's 
approach to its street problem is realistic. 


Arkansas did not get its network of highways all at 


once. It began with construction of arterial roads — 
the trunk lines. Then it connected up all th<? county- 
seat towns. And finally it got around to building farm- 
to-markot roads. 


Thete were plenty of objections at the beginning of 


Arkansas' good-roads program. Had we listened to 
them we never would lave gotten started. But we did 
make a start —and now, years later, it has worked 
out satisfactorily. 


That's the real issue next Tuesday. 
Do we start — or don't we?

Senate Finance Committee vot- 
ed Thursday for a $6.1 billion in- 
crease in Social Security payroll 
taxes to pay f°r higher benefits 
it has Inserted into an omnibus 
Social Security bill. 


If enacted, it would mean that 


an individual earning $8,800 or 
more would pay $440 in Social 
Security taxes next year, as 
compared with $290.40 for 1967. 


Chairman Russell B. Long, 


D-La,, told reporters the panel 
had dec ded on a combined rate 
and 
wage base boosts which 


would bring in $35 billion in tax- 
es in 1968 compared with $28.9 
billion this year. 


The new rate, he said, would 


be 5 per cent each on the em- 
ployer and employe and the new 
wage bases, on which the tax 
may be applied, would be $8,800. 


Long emphasized that these 


are not yet final. The committee 
will take another look at them 
Friday, he said, adding that he
